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ABSTRACT : 

PURPOSE: To eliminate the definition of position for the part of connection 
and thus simplify not only an assembling work but an maintenance, by taking off 
the sheath of a composite cable and then cutting only the optical fiber cable 
at the taken-off area to carry out a terminal process. 

CONSTITUTION: An electric power cable 3 is taken out through a branch tube 2 
as conventional for the terminal of a composite cable 1. However, an optical 
fiber cable 4 is not taken out of the terminal but cut away. Then the sheath 
of the cable 1 is taken off at the position that is drifted by a necessary 
distance to the original end side from the terminal of the cable 1, and the 
cable 4 is cut at the taken-off area 8. Thus the cut end 4a of the original 
end side is taken out to be connected directly to a machinery 5 without any 
addition or subtraction of the fiber length. As a result, the branching 
position of the cable 4 can be selected at an optional position to eliminate 
the definition for the take-out length of the cable 3. 
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
